M UST GET FULL 
DATA ON VOTERS 


Law R e q u i r e s Per­ 
sonal Visit To Each 
Voter 62 Days Be­ 
fore Primary. 


GET S U P P L I E S 
FROM WAGAMAN 


The Adams county commission 
c ’s and 
assessors in 
the county 
were informed today toy J. L. Wil­ 
liams, Esq., Adams county solicitor, 
that assessors must personally visit 
every voter in their districts and 
ascertain their party politics, pref­ 
erence or affiliation 
on or before 
tic 
sixty-second 
day 
preceding 
each primary. 
Mr. Williams said an act of the 
recent legislature, approved by Gov- 
erncr Pinchot on April 7, 1933. pro­ 
vides for the personal registration 
and enrollment of voters by the as- 
sccsois. Assessors will be given In­ 
structions and supplies by the com­ 
missioners as soon as the necessary j 
forms can be prepared. Louis W. 
Wrgaman, clerk to the commission­ 
ers, said. 
Requirements Of Law 
Mr. Williams said: 
"This act provides that all asses­ 
sors shall ascertain, if possible, at 
the time of making the annual as­ 
sessment. by personal inquiry of the 
elector, the party politics, prefer­ 
ences or affiliations of the elector, 
and note and record the same, as 
an integral part of the registration. 
In case the elector is not at home 
when the assessor visits his resi­ 
dence a blank certificate of enroll­ 
ment must be left there and which 
the elector may fill outf and give to 
the assessor at any time on or prior 
to the sixty-second day preceding 
each primary. 
"This act places the positive duty 
on each assessor to visit personally 
every home and residence in his 
election district, and to be sup­ 
plied by the county with a sufficient 
number of enrollment blanks for his 
voters. If the voter is at home the 
assessor will assist him in making 
out this party affiliation declaration 
and file it at once. If the voter is 
not at home the assessor must leave 
a blank form for each voter to be 
filled in afterwards. 
“Tile purpose of this act is to stim ­ 
ulate the interest of all our voters 
in the primary elections when can­ 
didates are nominated by the re­ 
spective political parties for all lo­ 
cal and state officers, and delegates 
elected to our national conventions. 
It is well known that a large num ­ 
ber of our voters have never de­ 
clared their party affiliations and 
are therefor debarred from par­ 
ticipating in these primary elec­ 
tions. which is not in harmony with 
our theory of government nor the 
ideals 
of 
both 
major 
political 
parties. 
"It therefore becomes the duty of 
the commissioners and of all our as­ 
sessors to give whole hearted sup - 
port in carrying out the intent and 
spirit of this progressive piece of 
legislation."

A severe attack of the spring ; 
canker worm has been located in | 
the vicinity of the George W. Childs 
state forest park in Pike county. 
Forester R. M. Ziegler, of the bureau 
of research and information, re­ 
cently made an examination of the 
area and reports that hickories, 
wild cherries and some fruit trees 
have 
been 
completely defoliated. 
The oaks showed very little defolia­ 
tion. 
The canker worm, variously call­ 
ed 
"measuring 
worm,” 
“spawn 
worm,” or "looper,” the caterpillar 
stage of moths, come from eggs laid 
by the female mothers, which are 
wingless. 
The worms are smooth 
and about one inch long. 
The 
spring canker worms are light, mot­ 
tled yellowish brown to black in 
color. 
Control of the canker worm worn 
in the forest would not only be an 
excessive expense, but is usually 
unnecessary. Natural enemies ordi­ 
narily afford adequate control, as
